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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
example provided in Lane clearly discloses that in response to selection of a first item "Jefferson" a plurality of multiple secondary tertiary 
items are displayed in the tertiary bar (column 5, lines 41-45). Although these multiple items associated with each other in that they all 
have a clear relationship with "Jefferson" there are distinct characteristics with specific data and obviously text descriptions that vary from 
item to item. Clearly the input device of Lane would allow for the user to select multiple graphical identifiers. The example provided 
shows how the user has selected a first graphical identifier "Jefferson" and then goes on to select another graphical identifier "Monticello". 
This reads on the user selecting multiple graphical identifiers with a user input device. See column 5, lines 36-53. 
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
